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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Maclnnis teaches processing windows on a 
scanline basis (Para 59) which includes processing pixels within the scanline of the window (Para 65). Maclnnis teaches using window 
descriptors in the processing of the windows (Para 59) where the window descriptors identify parameters (Para 52) such as a starting 
memory address of data to be displayed (Para 1 02). The starting memory address corresponds to an address of data in SDRAM memory 
(Para 50, 102). Thus, by providing a window descriptor that identifies a starting memory address corresponding to data to be output to 
display, Maclnnis teaches determining a position (i.e. starting memory address) on the display at which a pixel of the output image (i.e. 
image data stored in SDRAM that corresponds to the starting memory address/position) is to be displayed in an active display region (i.e. a 
processed window to be output to display). 

Cherry discloses a Display Mode Processor for mapping pixels to an address corresponding to window specific color look up tables 
identifying values of pixels to displayed within the corresponding windows (col. 2, II. 24-35). The correspondence of pixels to window 
address to be displayed, as disclosed by Cherry, teaches the claimed "position on a display panel at which a first pixel of the output image 
is to be displayed". Cherry's disclosure of evaluation of plane enable and index data that indicate an active status for a window teaches the 
claimed "image is to be displayed within an active display region..." because the active status indicates data that is to be displayed within 
the window. The data to be displayed within a window corresponds to data displayed within an active region of the display, particularly as it 
is data that is not updated during a blanking interval.
